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Dear R eader: 



This year, more than one million American families will move 
into new homes. For almost all of them, this will represent a 
truly significant page in the family history, the most important 
financial investment of a lifetime. 

Because it is always a big step, it is very much in order to 
make sure that it is a sound one. You no doubt have important 
reasons for wanting a new home --in terms of family living re- 
quirements or the desire to "trade up" to an easier or more pleas- 
ant way of life, or a better neighborhood. However, you should 
|ilso be concerned with the financial implications - -whether this is 
the best year to build, what financial advantage home ownership has 
over renting, and other such matters. 

Consider first the timeliness of your decision to build this 
year, or at least very soon. Many families have put aside the idea 
of acquiring a new home year after year in the vain hope that costs 
will come down. It appears certain that they will continue to be 
disappointed. The steady upward drift in labor costs, materials 
prices and especially land prices would indicate that the total cost 
of a new home will increase every year in the forseeable future. 
So it appears obvious that this year is the best time to build, at 
least in this decade. 

Now, what about the advantages of home ownership? Finan- 
cially speaking, they can be quite dramatic. First, inf lati on- -the 
same process that keeps pushing costs up- -automatically increases 
the value of most homes in most parts of the country. Moreover, 
your monthly mortgage payments -- seldom much more than the rent 
on an adequate apartment- -serve to reduce the balance owed and 
increase your equity. Through the simultaneous workings of 
these two processes, many home -owning families increase their 
"net worth" by $1,000. a year or more. 

Also, the interest portion of mortgage payments is deduct- 
ible from income taxes - -another quite substantial advantage not 
enjoyed by families in rented quarters.

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PLAN P-680— House Area 1338 sq. ft. A 
unique approach to a long house on a modest 
sized lot . . . attach the garage on the rear. 
With this arrangement a natural private location 
for a swimming pool is formed. The covered 
porch becomes a spectators lounge from which 
the aquatic activities may be enjoyed in the 
shade. The pool is optional or may be built 
at a later date. The home itself offers 3 bed- 
rooms, 2 baths, spacious family room-kitchen, 
abundant windows and closet space and a 
dramatic corner fireplace.

PLAN P-735 — House area 981 sq. ft., first floor; 
538 sq. ft., second floor. Bedrooms in the expansion 
aTtic of this 1 T /2-story home have fuJI height ceilings 
throughout. The rooms are located toward the rear 
of the house, with big dormer spanning the entire area 
— eliminating the usual sloped ceilings and also re- 
quiring no unsightly dormers in the front view of the 
roof. First floor includes a full-sized foyer providing 
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excellent circulation to all areas. Combination kitchen- 
family room has a spacious, open feeling. Big outdoor 
living area is provided by the covered porch at rear 
with access from both the dining room and the family 
room. Fireplace and bow window are design highlights 
of the attractive living room. Exterior view is unusually 
attractive for a small home. Gable at front shelters 
entry and provides design interest.

PLAN P-66T — House area 1,194 sq. ft. 
Large front-to- rear living room is an outstand- 
ing element in this one-story design. Bedrooms 
are grouped away from the rest of the house 
for privacy. Garage is forward to allow for a 
door at front giving access to the house, to 
provide a screened porch at the rear and to 
create large glass opening from living room 
to porch. Master bedroom has a corridor-type 
dressing area. Porch, patio garden and terrace 
provide admirably for outdoor living. 





PLAN P-535 — House area 1,383 sq. ft. 
The "convertible" house adapts to changing 
conditions as easily as putting the top down. 
Folding partitions permit rooms to be open 
or enclosed. If open, then the living, dining, 
family and kitchen are all one big area. 
Close one partition and you have an open 
living-dining room. Close the other for an 
open dining-family room. Close both and the 
rooms are divided for multiple occupancy. 



PLAN P-771 — House area 2,045 sq. ft. 
Twentieth-century living at its most luxurious 
is possible in this unusual ranch home. Great 
exterior design interest and unique room 
arrangement are made possible by the angled 
facade. Handy by the big entrance foyer is 
a reception bar for that get-acquainted drink. 
Bar can be screened off if desired. Convenient 
snack serving is made possible by direct access 
over the bar to the kitchen. The almost com- 



pletely circular plan of the kitchen is not just 
dramatic, but highly efficient as well. Kitchen- 
family room is a wide-open 25 feet of space. 
Outdoor living is well provided for with imme- 
diate access from several areas to porches and 
terraces. Bedroom area has big closets and 
luxurious bath facilities. Service area has all 
the conveniences — laundry, mudroom, lava- 
tory and access to basement. 




PLAN P-764 — House area 1 ,863 sq. ft. Double 
front entry doors, sheltered by a wide roof overhang and 
leading to flagstone-floored foyer, mark this immediately 
as a luxury home. Four bedrooms are grouped together 
for privacy and access to opulent bath facilities. Living- 
dining combination is a huge 33 feet in length; location 
at the rear allows wide view of your own garden. Out- 
door living is ultra-private; porch is recessed with three 
sides enclosed. Outdoor storage room has three access 
doors.

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PLAN P-719— House area 1227 sq. ft. on the 

first floor and 1312 sq. ft. on the second floor. 
This provocative two story residence has so many 
features, .several drawings were required to show 
them off. In addition to those shown, the various 
ceilmg heights are of exceptional interest. These 
occur in the living and recreation rooms and on 
the second floor. The master suite is the ultimate 
in living luxury . . . privacy is completely assured. 
However these rooms can be used individually 
if desired. This home represents true living elegance.

PLAN P-736 — House area 2,013 sq. ft. The 
luxurious size of this modern ranch home includes 
not one square foot of unused space. One large 
chimney block provides dominant design interest. It 
houses two fireplaces and an outdoor barbecue. One 
fireplace serves the huge kitchen-family room, an- 
other the even larger living room and dining room. 
Compact service area— including mudroom, laundry, 
half bath and large closets — protects other parts 



of the house from clutter. Extra room behind the 
garage shows as shop, hobby room or storage space. 
Kitchen is conveniently located for serving meals in 
the dining room, family room or the jalousie porch. 
Reception hall and center cross hall zone the house 
into three main areas. Bedrooms are distinctly 
separate for privacy. Master bedroom has a private 
bath.

PLAN P-738 — House area, 1,665 
sq. ft., living and bedroom levels. A 
different approach to the split-level 
design, both inside and out, this home 
has its bedrooms at the rear, permit- 
ting a ranch house appearance at the 
front. Turning the entrance at a right 
angle allows balanced gable treat- 
ment at the front. Projecting closet 
and lavatory form a recess for the 
cathedral type window in the dining 
room. Window at garage end of the 
house carries out this same theme. 
Living level is almost entirely open 
to add to spaciousness. Massive 
chimney houses two fireplaces — one 
in living room, the other in master 
bedroom. Roof over the long grade- 
level porch serves as a deck for all 
upstairs bedrooms. 
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PLAN P-629 — House Area 
2000 sq. ft. on living and 
bedroom levels. Split level 
living with a new twist. The 
unusual angular interest de- 
signed into this luxurious home 
permits a choice in orientation, 
view, and placement on plot. 
With the garage door wall 
parallel to the street (as 
illustrated), living level has a 
predominantly rear-side expo- 
sure. For a true rear view, 
the front entrance wall would 
be placed parallel to the 
street. For a narrow lot, the 
side bedroom wall would 
parallel the front with a grace- 
ful quarter turn driveway to 
the garage. 

THE CHARM and interest of the exterior is authentically 
portrayed in the architect's drawing above. The 
interior of this grand sized home with its angled foyer 
and dramatically railed staircase compliments the 
exterior interest. Valted living room ceiling extend its 
high point against the fireplace wall and slopes down 
to large sliding glass doors at the terrace. Formal 
sized dining room, powder room, 20 foot kitchen with 
its bar server, mud room, and covered porch make up 
the balance of this level. Ground level below bedroon 
wing includes a two-car garage, lavatory, storage 
closet, and oversized recreation room with panorama 
glass doors. The 3 full-sized bedrooms on the upper 
level have generous windows and closets. 2 baths 
provide efficient and private service. Master bath is 
connected to a large dressing room with a 7 foot built-in 
vanity. Closet location in this area is designed to 
provide more wall space in the bedroom. The entire 
sleeping area is elevated above both the grade and 
living level for maximum assurance of privacy. 






PLAN P-778 — House area 1,097 square feet on 
upper level; 803 square feet on lower level, exclud- 
ing garage and utility area. The unique, new home 
design concept . . . bi-level, split foyer living . . . 
is offered here in an exquisite architectural form. 
Modest in square footage and lot coverage, this 
economy home provides exceptional living features 
and space . . . dramatic big home exterior appear- 
ance — direct access to either level from front and 
rear entrances — 4 bedrooms and 2 baths (lower 
rooms can be finished later) — balcony breakfast 
area — outdoor living -dining deck — sunken patio 
and many others. Sketch below shows split foyer 
front entrance. 
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PLAN P-530— area of living and bedroom levels, 1,646 sq. ft.; 

total house, 30,096 cu. ft. Loads of space at reasonable cost in this split-level 

plan. All rooms are large. Topmost level contains four bedrooms and two 

full baths; folding partition here is a good idea to create a large play space or 

turn a den-sitting room into an occasional guest room. Big bow window 

and tremendous fireplace distinguish living room. Dining room and kitchen are 

both large. Grade-level recreation room is pleasant for play or entertainment, 

with sliding glass doors opening onto sheltered porch at one side and onto 

open-to-the-sun terrace at the rear. 

HOSPITABLE INTRODUCTION to the rest of the house is the roomy 
foyer, shown in a view looking toward the front entrance. Large guest 
wardrobe with planters atop and beside it is handily located beside the 
front door. It backs up to the generously-scaled fireplace that highlights 
the living room. Broad flight of steps makes a wide-open entrance 
up to the living room at right. 




PLAN P-659 — House Area 1392 sq. ft. A charming 
colonial exterior surrounds a spacious efficient interior 
plan. Furnishings may carry through with the colonial 
or contemporary would be equally at home. The 
rectangular plan, simple roof and engineered room 
sizes will keep building costs to a minimum. Storage 



is well provided with 17 closets and cabinets plus 
the kitchen cabinet space and full basement below. 
The true center hall, typical of the colonial era, with 
the Jiving on one side and dining on the other, has 
been retained. The graciousness of the large 
reception foyer will always be remembered by guests. 




PLAN P-500-area, 1662 sq. ft. . Family-room kitchen 

is the outstanding feature of this splendidly livable ranch plan. Bay window overlooking 
rear entrance makes an excellent look-out point for keeping track of youngsters' 
activities. A fireplace and a breakfast bar are extra pleasant additions to the family 
room. Outdoor living plays a prominent part in the house plan— one porch at front, 
to be closed off by shutters for privacy; a secluded rear porch for entertainment and 
open-air meals; a terrace for suntime fun. Storage space is lavishly 
supplied and strategically located. 




PLAN P-687 — House area 1369 sq. ft. on living 
and bedroom levels. The split level home has 
gained its national popularity from two factors . . . 
the additional living area provided at low cost 
and the interesting living arrangement of multi-levels.

This stone and shingle home, although modest in 
size, offers exceptional living facilities as a careful 
review of the plans will show. Note the on-grade 
foyer, curved stair up to living room, large breakfast 
area and the invaluable mud room. 
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PLAN P-769 — House area 1,871 sq. ft. on living 
and bedroom levels, 478 sq. ft. on family room level 
excluding garage. Huge living room of this sumptuous 
home permits the most gracious entertaining. Long wall 
divides it from the dining room, with an unusual rear- 
porch foyer permitting direct access to the porch from 
either room. Master suite includes a private balcony, 



dressing room, bathroom and sitting room. It can be 
divided to serve as two bedrooms or "his and her" 
units. Curved stairway up from the foyer is flanked by 
planters to enhance its appearance. Lower level 
library is directly accessible from the foyer — as is the 
family room from the rear entry. Lower level has a 
third full bath, plus mudroom-laundry.

PLAN P-647 — House Area 990 sq. ft. A dream of 
a home ... in appearance, economy and efficiency. 
Seldom is there designed a house of this caliber 
that offers so much for its size and cost ... 3 bed- 
rooms, one with a built-in vanity, a bath that serves 
bedroom, kitchen and guests equally as well, a front 



foyer, an 18 foot kitchen with breakfast space, an 
all-in-one living-dining room of 23 feet to give the 
illusion of space, stair to basement directly at service 
door, attached garage with a bank or storage closets, 
outdoor terrace, covered main and service entrance 
and a log burning fireplace. 
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PLAN P-560— area, 1,374 sq. ft. in living and sleeping levels. 
Extra-special plan for families with lively youngsters. Family room level, 
with lavatory, coat closet, storage for bikes and wagons, and play 
space, takes care of practically all their needs and spares the rest of 
the house. Mother in the kitchen can keep in touch with activities in the 
play yard, just outside, or the family room, just four steps down. 
Upstairs, three big bedrooms, huge closets for toys and miscellany 
as well as clothes, and a bathroom with dual lavatories and 
separate tub to ease the early morning traffic jam. 




PLAN P-743 — House area 997 sq. ft., 
first floor, 585 sq. ft. second floor. Maxi- 
mum economy of initial construction is per- 
mitted by this imaginative plan. Second 
floor may be left unfinished until additional 
bedrooms are required; and, for even lower 
cost, the garage and all-year porch may be 
left off at first. Adding them later will in 
no way require altering the basic structure. 
An interesting highlight is the second floor 
porch and balcony, serving one bedroom. 
Big storage space is provided at. the other 
end of the second floor — with tremendous 
closets in each bedroom. Combination 
kitchen and breakfast area provides plenty 
of elbow room. Curved stairway and 
planters make the foyer different and 
attractive. Chimney, bay window, window 
box are other eye-catching features.

PLAN P-727 — House area 1,805 sq. ft. (living 
and bedroom levels). Rugged and handsome on the 
outside, dramatically different on the inside — that's 
the story of this five-level, eight-room house. Foyer 
is slightly above grade, with living room on same 
level; recreation room is down two steps; kitchen- 
dining room area up three steps, and bedrooms are 



over recreation room level. Dining room gives a 
balcony effect, overlooking the living room. Recessed 
porch and sunken garden give unusual interest to 
the recreation area. Master bedroom is enormous, 
has a wardrobe wall, private bath and private 
porch. Hall bath is designed- for multiple use. 




PLAN P-765 — House area 1,540 sq. ft. 
Unusual location of the forward-projecting 
living room in this one-story home allows for 
glass areas on three sides and sets the room 
apart for quiet seclusion. Sheltered porch is 
accessible through sliding glass doors from 
both the living room and the dining room. 
Long brick wall along the front porch from 



the chimney creates an imposing approach to 
the entry. Bedroom adjacent to the foyer can 
be used as an office if desired. Roomy serv- 
ice area includes laundry, lavatory and handy 
stairway to the basement. Kitchen is large, 
well-designed for efficient preparation and 
serving of meals. 




Architects sketch below shows the living and 
1 dining room furnished in Early American; 
covered porch is seen through glass doors. 
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PLAN P-654 — House area 1093 sq. ft. An economical and desirable three bedroom 
home with a wealth of extra features is offered to those considering a small compact 
residence. Exterior design interest is provided by the combination of brick veneer 
and vertical boards, gracious bow window, long brick planter, and a projecting 
chimney. Front entrance is under a weather protective roof overhang and has a glass 
side light for a sunlit foyer. Covered porch in rear has unique splayed wall adjoining 
dining room which is both a guest conversation piece and an interesting living 
feature. Bedrooms are zoned for privacy and quiet. Twin lavatory bath is expertly 
located to serve bedoroms and balance of house with equal ease. Log-burning 
fireplace in the living room and a multitude of closets are two other features not 
to be overlooked. 
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PLAN P-677 — House area 1146 sq. ft. on living and bedroom levels. This 
attractive, homey split level residence is the result of national statistics of the 
living requirements of the average home owner throughout the nation . . . 
within its modest size is packed the most livability possible in any home of 
comparable size. Beyond the usual sleeping, living and service areas, this home 
offers a bonus space under the bedroom level. It gives the happy homeowner 
a family room, den or office mud-utility room, bath and attached garage. 
Features such as the curved staircase and balcony as shown in the drawing 
at left and the balconied breakfast area add interest to living and provides 
conversation items for visitors. Outdoor living stretches across entire rear and 
direct access possible from dining room, kitchen and family room. The front 
entrance is given exceptional design interest by use of pierced masonry walls 
and covered walk from garage to house. 
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LOOKING ACROSS the pool 
you see outdoor living room 
and garage in background. 
Whether or not you want a 
pool, this arrangement gives 
you space and privacy for 
any activity. 
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PLAN P-563— area, 1 ,424 sq. ft. without garage or porches. A real find— an outstanding narrow- 
lot ranch, plus outdoor living carefully planned for privacy, and provisions for the increasingly popular 
home swimming pool. All-frame house uses a minimum amount of masonry with impressive effect. 
Outer walls are an almost unbroken rectangle, for economical construction. The difficult problem of 
circulation in an end-on ranch was solved to perfection by a recessed front entrance leading into a 
completely enclosed vestibule and central foyer. Dining and living make up a spacious L-shaped area; 
sliding glass doors lead out to the outdoor living room on one side; handsome glass-enclosed planting 
area sets off the fireplace on the front wall. Kitchen is centrally located and well laid out, with good 
space for serving meals. Tbree bedrooms, all far better than minimum size, have three closets apiece. 
One bath serves two bedrooms; the second serves one bedroom, the kitchen, and takes care of 
swimmers as well. 



Sparkling exterior styting will be attractive in brick, as shown, or in any other material 
you may prefer. Unbroken rectangular outline of house and garage permits economical 
construction; hip roof overhangs to shelter front entrance and a walkaway from the 
garage. Small area of open roof framing at the front entrance is an inexpensive device to 
add interest to the front elevation. Low planter helps tie the house to the ground. 




small-to-medium size bracket, with all the features most families want— sheltered front 
entrance, central foyer for good circulation, fireplace and bow window in the living 
room, big kitchen with space to serve family meals. Kitchen is convenient to both front 
and back doors; equipment is arranged in an efficient U with one short arm; there is plenty 
of work surface and storage cabinets. Living-dining area gains spaciousness from 
completely open planning; a glazed porch adds more space for year-round living and 
entertainment. Bedrooms are good-sized by today's standards and all 
have highly adequate closet space. 




PLAN P-599— area, 1027 sq. ft. A small, low cost house with a large 
expensive look. This 3-bedroom house with deluxe bath was designed 
for impressive and convenient living on a low budget. Amply stocked 
with bedroom closets, the house boasts an extra large space for linen 
storage, generous cabinet space for bathroom essentials, plus three 
different kinds of storage space at rear of garage. Indoor-outdoor living 
is a feature of this design whereby these two areas are separated only 
by aluminum framed glass sliding doors between living room and 
covered porch. Meals from kitchen to outdoor living are conveniently 
served through the kitchen door. The handsome exterior consists of low 
cost vertical boards, an impressive brick chimney, and wood vertical 
louvers. 



PLAN P-700 — Area of living and bedroom levels 
2239 sq. ft. an architectural fulfillment of comfortable, 
spacious living is provided in this multi-level home. 
Dramatic interest prevails throughout the entire design 
and the economy of good planning is an outstanding 
feature. The main entrance foyer is on the ground 



level for an intelligent control of traffic to all areas. 
The split level family room, breakfast balcony and 
kitchen is a 37 ft. combination of open space. 
Master bedroom suite contains a den, sleeping area, 
private dressing room and bath. 3V& baths provide 
the ultimate in service. 
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PLAN P-447 — Ho ^se area 1,884 sq. ft. 
A big house in many respects, this design 
boasts many unusual features. Most im- 
pressive visually is the great stone "anchor" 
created by the fireplace wall at the front. 
Outdoor living possibilties are tremendous, 
with even a private patio off the master 
bedroom. Bath facilities' are equally luxuri- 
ous. Child's bedroom has direct access to 
the outdoor play area through sliding glass 
doors. 
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PLAN P-532 — House area 1,519 
sq. ft. The Florida ranch home features 
large glass areas, a glamorous court- 
type covered porch set deep into the 
interior of the home, a den or office with 
private entrance from its own porch. 
Sliding glass doors offer ready access to 
the covered porch from all four of the 
rooms surrounding it. Its proximity to 
the kitchen — and its convenient barbe- 
cue — facilitate outdoor dining. 






PLAN P-531-a rea, 1 ,426 sq. ft. without garage or porches. Good, 
medium-sized ranch, dignified and traditional in exterior appearance and 
interior planning. Fireplace and a bank of windows on the front distinguish 
the living room, and the dining ell is corner windowed. Kitchen has a 
generous amount of space for work and storage, along with a built-in 
breakfast nook. Main bath is strategically located to serve living room and 
kitchen as well as bedrooms. Second bath has a shower, is arranged to 
permit another door opening into second bedroom if desired. Central foyer 
and hall give the usual splendid circulation to every part of the house. Rear 
porch provides outdoor living and doubles as covered access way from 
garage. Interior entrance to the basement is located in the center of 
the house, so bulkhead entrance is added for direct access from outdoors.

liability at a compact house cost . . . thafs the attractive 
main feature of this home.

Bedrooms 
are all above average size. Central bath has dual lavatory; second door 
permits master bath to serve family room and kitchen as well.
